The exhibit also includes a bound 
volume of Rossetti's letters to Wil- 
liam AUIngham, a caricature of Hos- 
setti by Max Beerbchm. a description 
of him by Hal Cain, and one or two 
volumes of his works, both as art art- 
ist and n i poet. 

Dante Gabriel Kossetti was unique 
In this respect, for unlike many nn?n of 
letters who dabbled in art. he achieved 
treat fame as a painter. "The Blessed 
Dambzef' i« probably the most famous 
of his poems, yet his painting "Dante 
land Beatrice U just as celebrated In J 
I the world of art. hi his early days he 
I was a leading Hsht among the Fre- 
[Haph.\eUtes. who unfortunately broke! 
I up after a rather short and somewhat ^ 
I stormy existence. He was undoubrabiy'l 
j one of the most captivating anil ver- 
satile personalities in th* age of the 
treat Victorians.

IT one were njked why he had done certain things which to most people 
would appear rather atrocious, in nine cases the reply to come back 
would he "O I just did that to be different". Sometimes it is an expression 
of individuality, but in most cases i! is not. Of course one Is always glad to 
see a person do something just a little different from the ordinary run, Just 
as many welcomed the sex novel after many years of "and they lived happily 
ever aXtrr." And from -she sex novel there has come the school of writers 
that say they believe that nothing can evrr turn out happily, for those con- 
cerned, and the Grange thins is that there seldom Is a hold, bad villain In the 
story, so that one car. say in all good faith that "It is an ill wind that Mows 
no one any good". 

Writers are constantly giving excuses about the reason why they turn 
out such things. They say that humanity was blasted by The Great War and 
has not recovered and will not recover. Evidently such do not want a re- 
covery, but would prefer that there would be an everlasting age in which 
to practise their "lngerles". 

If many of these came off their literary pedestal they would b« labelled 
as "Cribs'" without much ado, and no one would think much more about it: 
but it !s a differsnt nt&tier when their blasting statements come out in the 
disguise of a mauve cover with a pale rink title superimposed. Such we 
think shoulû grow a very long beard .and go to that place below the line 
where King Benjamin was wont to hold forth with his many wives. 

"Books in the running brooks, sermons in stones, and good in every- 
thing". It if rather time igaln that some young (or old) author started 
to set about to show this modern world that si! is not tragedy, even If it 
be so that 90"^ of ali marriages are failures. There arc lots of people who 
are not married ar.d declare they would not be for worlds, and besides these 
there are those who have not even considered marriage so seriously. 

But the above quoting of Shakespeare might lead one to believe that we 
nre In favor of a "Back-to-Neture-Movement" such as the "Nachtkultur" or 
soir.» sacfc other fitatica! project. One does not take such a suggestion in 
•an at an serious light. It would certainly be better if everyone could get 
closer to nature, atii yet it would seem that there might be other Trays of 
yetting rid of this super-sophisticated novel. All that is required Is for some- 
one to write a novel that has got more human appeal ,and we. think that 
taking the modem trend as an indication, it will not be a very great while 
until sush a development ccmes about. 

THIS ARROGANT YOUTH 

YOCTH has aJways been arrogant, ir. spirt: if no: in deed. And. there is 
no doubt thai the more arrogar.: section of youth does get on the nerves 
of -..he older generation. 

An arrogar.t'youth cannot adapt himself to his circumstances. So he 
criticizes vehemently the existing state of affairs and offers "sure-fire" re- 
medies that an igsoran: and foolish world never thought of before. 

It must be rather a relief :o arrogant youth, to note the James Joyce, 
the great modern dramatist was "a tall handsome boy of nineteen, a most 
arrogaa: youth at the time, with an enormously high opinion of his own 
genius." At Iras: Mr. George Russell, (A.E.) told a New York audience so 
recently. 

Of course, James Joyce evidently had a perfec: right to be arrogant. But 
we very much doubt whether his elders -.hough: he had any such right. They 
probably told him that he was a conceited prig, and that after he rubbed 
shoulders with the outsid* world for a while, he'd get some of his arrogance 
rubbed off him. Periapt Mr. Joyrs did. but he carried his Ideas right 
through with i:rr.. 

Wc have an idea that youthful arrogance goes somewhat furtSer than 
mere insolence. 3: is a form of ambition. A few great fundamental facts of 
life come forcibly before him during the later years of adolescence: he grasps 
them and graspE them and grapples with them. He is sorely offended when 
his elders laugh at hirn. Eu: his elders once had convictions just as strong 
and firm, and idetis just as noble in theory. But the elders know that life 
is a very - complez thing. The wisest of men live to old age without finding 
out more than a very little about it. 

It is a pity that youthful arrogan'.e is objectionable. Parents and teach- 
ers of young college students must often feel like knocking them cold, when 
the latter have a fit >..f "know it all." 

But this arrogance is a sign of independent thought; youth cannot well 
indulge it: -hough: without becoming arrogant. A youth who expresses * 
Htrangc opinion slightly différent to that of the conventional authorities usu- 
ally eets laughed at. And his reaction is not a submissive ore*, 

"if only our young people would think:" This is a hackneyed saying of 
college professors. }'. our young people do think, they must form opinions of 
their own. And these opinions tend to become dogmatic. 

The best antidote for arrogance Is sympathy on the part of older people. 
Jn past Time, arrogance was 'luellcd by corporal punishment, that Is out of 
the question today. The sympathy we suggest must not be taken to mean 
tolerant indifference. Let tin older folk argue these opinions out with the 
young dogmatists, exchange philosophies ond encourage round-table con- 
versa '. lot

The one leature of college life uni- 
versally present in all institutions fcr 
the higher culture is the "bull session." 
No student is immune. to its call, no 
college free of its Influence. The cus- 
tom has been assailed logically and 
vociferously by mar.y of our leadin; 
educators and .iu-s; as vociferously, 
if not quite as logical^ by the stu- 
dents. 

The title "b'.:ii session" can really be 
divided into catégories of sul\is«cts 
too multitudinous to bear list- 
ing. It is usually sufficient to gathtr 
a group larger than two and let the 
natural enthusiasm for talking about 
ourselves do the res: 

Some 'sessions - ' arc merely attempts 
at endeavoring to •••'■l a more interest- 
ing anecdote than the last contributor, 
in this case, it is nothing more than 
a congenial manner of spending lel- 
sttrr. Th( ::: mi hue and cry against 
gatherings of this type is that too 
much time Is squandered in the in- 
nocuous pastime, which might better 
he employed in more worthy pureuits. 
L'lHCUssions of this type, in moderation 
arc said to be all right by the educator* 
The truth it that moderation is the 
keynote of their success for nothing 
is so boring as a tedious "session", in 
fact the end of such a congenial group 
it always passaged by the first faint 
shadows of boredom. So much for the 
aspects of leisure, pleasure and dur- 
ation . 

The next phase is the serious '"bull 
session." The word serious may seen 
archaic in modern collegiate parlance, 
but on occasion it may be legitimately 
employed,. Here all subjects of strik- 
ing or relative import run the gaunt- 
let of eager, if not perfectly balanced, 
young minds, It is in this very aspect 
of balance that the ocssloii is most 
efficacious as an aid to general culture 
and rounded information. The ox- 
change ol opinions, diversity of angles 
ui perspective, variety of Interests, 
lend to broaden and temper the views 
of each individual on the various 
topics discussed . 

Other concrete assets arc doriyed 
from the much -maligned session. The 
facility of expression derived from 
numerous verbal conflicts in congorinl
